Richmond, April 30, 1835. 
Dear Broruer, 
In my last, I gave you an account of the organiza. 
tion of the Baptist Convention in this place. I would 
now refer to the Virginia Baptist Missionary Society 
meeting, which took place in the 2d Baptist church in 
this city, on Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. On 
the first evening, a report was read by brother J. B. 
Taylor, in whieh he contrasted the sacrifices of Vir. 
ginia for the support of Foreign Missions, with those 
ef England. In the former, $1200 had been subscri- 
bed by the whole state, containing about 60,000 mem- 
bers, and in the latter, 80,000 {should have been 95 to 
100,000} Baptists had contributed $40,000 for Foreign 
Missions, and $13,000 to the Irish Mission, making a 
total of 53,000 dollars. He alluded also to Dr. Morri- 
son, who had spent 27 years in Asia, and to Dr. Carey, 
who had spent about 42 Fears in that country. They 
have both rested from their labors. 
Addresses followed the report, made by brethren 
Choules and Hague, of Mass., by br. Bennet, father of 
our Burman printer, and Rev. Isaac Sutton, the 
English missionary to Hindostan. Br. Benner re- 
marked, that but three of our missionaries had died in 
the last three years. Missionaries can live in the 
midst of the cholera, where it sweeps off hundreds of 
the inhabitants. The missionary cause, like the little 
infant Moses, needs nursing; and let the church of 
Christ be called in to nurse it with as much attention 
and interest as the mother of Moses nursed her own 
child.

So my brethren, (said he with gushing 
tears) when you feel in darkness and distress on the 
subject of missions, and know not which way to turn, 
and feel the need of wisdom to direct you, raise your 
eyes to the cRross—tiie cross of Jesus Christ, and there 
you will find help and direction on your way.” This 
anecdote produced a most thrilling effect upon the nu- 
merous congregation. 

Mr. Hoby seconded the resolution and followed ina 
lengthy speech,—after dwelling on the happy state 
of America, he exclaimed, “ England, with all thy 
faults I love thee still.” He thought it desirable for 
our missionaries in India to preach in English, and 
endeavor to make the English the universal language 
of India, because it would save so muchtime for our 
missionaries.

The report gave a succinct account of the missions, 
&c. in each State. N. York State has the greatest 
Baptist Theological Seminary in the world. This 
state last year raised $6,000, and have.resolved the 
ensuing year to raise $10,000. Virginia is emphatical- 
ly the land of Baptists. The character of the great 
Western Valley is nut formed, but the whole country 
is in a plastic state, and is truly the valley of missions. 
Four hundred missionaries are sustained there by 3 
evangelical denominations. In Missouri, between 40 
and 50 Roman Catholics have been converted, and 
about 20 of them anited with Baptist charches, and 
one of them has become a Baptist minister. There 
are not far from 6,000 Baptist churches in the U. S. 
and the Canadas ; and 4,500 ef these churches may be 
considered as disposed to actin the cause of benevo- 
lence. 

Probably there are 2,000,900 of inhabitants in N. 
America destitute of any preaching whatever. That 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy are determined to over- 
throw the government of this country cannot for a 
moment be dowbted. At the close ofthe report, the

sults in 1560. He lived therefore under the 
broad light of the Reformation. He was, in 
fact, “avery strenuous defender of the Catho- 
lic religion against the Reformers; and for 
some years his arguments were selected by 
Protestant divines as special objects of refuta- 
tion.” After having been honored by three 
successive popes with important commissions, 
he was, in 1598, nominated to the Cardinalate 
by Clement VIII. with this distinguishing eulo- 
gium :—“ We choose him because the Church 
of God does not possess his equal in learning.” 
In 1602, he was created Archbishop of Capua, 
and it is supposed he would have been raised to 
the Papal chair if he had not been a Jesuit. 
At his death, “he bequeathed one half of his 
soul to the Virgin Mary, and the other half to 
Jesus Christ.”
